the Nuuanu valley are too small and 
too shallow to bold enough water to tide 
over a period ot slightly diminished 
rainfall. They do not tack, the yeai 
around, for rain, as in the valley an 
annual precipitation of 80 Inches and 
more has been known; but sometimes 
the rain holds off awhile and then the 
Nuuanu supply runs down alarmingly. 
Were the present reservoirs, made 
larger and deeper and new ones built 
on -the Government reservation, a 
water shortage would become a thing 
unknown1. 


Unless it is proposed to depend more 


and more on artesian wells and event- 
ually to rely on them altogether, we 
think the Government ought, when 
practicable, to take up the question of 
impounding' dams and settle tbe water 
question for good and all. The need 
of larger water resources Is increasing 
wiih the growth of Honolulu's popu- 
lation and the money to meet it is in 
the Treasury waiting upon lawful ap- 
propriation. If a part of the\surplus is 
to go into public -works why not reser- 
voirs? Nothing in the line of public 
improvement could be more desirable, 
however attractive other projects onay 
appear.

THE COMISG ' AUtOMOBILE. 


Automobile carriages, though com- 


mon enough in New York and other 
Atlantic coast cities are slow of intro- 
duction in the West. There are a few 
of these self-propelling vehicles in 
California, Oregon and Washington 
and at least one in Honolulu, though 
in no place West of the Bxwiky moun- 
tains do they figure ^much commercial- 
ly. Some months ago a company was 
formed to operate automobile cabs and 
trucks In San Rrancislo and Los -An- 
geles and great promises were made. 
It was said that, by the present time, 
trucks carrying- a ton weight each 
would be giving an -up-and-down-hill 
service in San Francisco at the uniform 
speed of ten miles ah hour and that 
cabs would be playing the mischief 
with the receipts of tne cable and 
trolley cars. But the hopes thus raised 
Jiave not been realized. Various' ex- 
cuses are given, notably the excessive 
demand in the East and the great ,exr 
pense of the machine. No doubt auto- 
nobHes are too costly though the 
original prices have been reduced. 
When the machines grow cheaper 
the West and these Islands will see a 
great many of them. 


Cheapness and Improved models are 


,ter of fact that the valuable minera1 
constituents of the soil are 'leached out 
and entirely removed by excessive irri- 
gation. This subject Is now so forcibly 
pressed upon the Department of Agri- 
culture that it is taking steps to in- 
vestigate what the effect of excessive 
irrigation is. 


It has selected Dr. Maxwell to make 


this investigation. This selection is 
fortunate because the investigations 
will be made here, and on our own 
soil. The plantations wHl have the im- 
mediate benefit of, them. 


The conclusions reached at the pres- 


ent time at the Experimental station, 
as presented ,in the report upon the 
•experiments is startling. If the quan- 
tity of water far irrigation may be 
reduced seventy-five per cent, as the 
experiments tend to show, and on the 
other hand an excessive use of water 
leaches off the valuable mineral ele- 
ments of the soil, it is evident enough 
that we are in no position to boast rf 
our knowledge about cane cultivation. 
We may be far In advance of 
planters elsewhere, but if our planta- 
tions are not conducted so as. to make 
tbem permanently profitable, we are 
making no real progress.

It haa been known for some time. In 


a general way, that preparation* were 
taking place for the purpose of dedicat- 
ing the old Castle homestead, on King 
street, to charitable uses. For private 
reasons the Castle family have la the 
past declined to give out detains ra.at- 
Ing to the matter, but have ndw kind- 
ly furnished the Advertiser with a brief 
outline of their purpose and p^ans. 
The property that is now set aside to 
carry on a branch of the mission work 
begun years ago baa an interesting his- 
tory of which the following are a few 
of the leading facts succintly stated: 


The house was built early in the 


thirties, by the Rev. B. W. Clark, the 
father of Mrs. O. H. Gulick and of 
Mrs. Luther Severance of Hllo. The 
missionaries moVed from station to sta- 
tion In the early times and, as. & result, 
Rev. Mr. Clark removed to another sta- 
tion. Mr. S. N. Castle, was appointed 
to occupy the property. At that time 
Mr. Castle -was the financial agent of 
the American Board and resided in Ho- 
nolulu all his life. In later years when 
the homes of the missionaries in the 
Islands were turned over to them in fee 
simple, the Kawaiahao residence fell to 
Mr. Castle, where he resided from the 
year 1837 to the time of his death in 
1894—la all flfty^-seven years. Mrs. 
Mary Castle, his widow, came* to this 
house upon her -arrival in 1842. Here 
it was where she and her husband cele- 
brated their golden wedding in 1892. 
The homestead haa been the birth place 
of all the 
H^embers of the Castle 


family. 


After the death of Mr. Castle the 


question ef a chatfge of residence first 
came np for consideration and with it 
came the question of the disposal of the 
old homestead, ^rs. Castle and her 
children felt they wanted <the home- 
stead to go on with its missionary work 
aa in years -past. As the different 
needs of the community were being 
"considered,-appeals 'came Jn^ronx.time 
to time wnfcn Mi-wed ih& growing 
necessities for'a'bome for the homeless 
children* of the 
foreign population. 


After consideration of these appeals it 
was finally decided that when the time 
came to give np the family residence 
it should *e devoted for a home for 
those children made eligible for it. 


The residence is a large and com- 


modious one and is' particularly adapt- 
ed for such a "purpose. 
The 


house contains nine sleeping rooms on 
the second and third floors and several 
commodious living rooms on the first 
floor. These latter can easily be adapt- 
ed for -bedrooms, if required. 
Mrs. 


Castle proposes to turn over the house, 
rent free, to the Children's Aid Asso* 
elation, or some other organization that 
will carry oa the work, If (be former 
association ts not'prepared to do so. 
The eastern one-story wing of the 
bollding Mrs. Castle reserves for (her 
•own uses. After the family moved to 
Manoa vaHey in last March the build- 
ing was put in thorough repair, new 
fcitchen, lavatories and laundry being 
added, and every comfort and con- 
venience considered. In making the 
premises ready for-^Ks aew use. Mrs. 
Castle hopes that every thing will he 
finished and the tome ready for occu- 
pation by the first of the coming year. 


It has been the desire of Mrs. Castle 


and the family that some fitting memo- 
rial should be established for the 
yoongest son, Che late Mr. Henry Cas- 
tle, and his little daughter Dorothy, 
who were lost -on the steamship Elbe 
early In 1X95, Nothing seemed so ap- 
propriate as some provision for the 
education of the youth of his country. 
The «ge of his little daughter Dorothy 
(toor «Bd a half years) and his own 
deep interest in the Kindergartens, 
wbich osxl just then been established 
in Honolulu, made the choice for the 
memorial aa easy one. In carrying 
out this purpose and^the wishes of the 
family, Mrs. OasUe nas just erected a 
conMDOdkms kindergarten 
baKdtng

The search for leonids was not much 


of a success Wednesday night, few if 
any being seen. Mr. Davey had his 
photographic apparatus ready but the 
starry shower did not materialize. 
Prof. Curtis J. Lyons, who is e, per- 
sistent watcher for leonids and other 
celestial phenomena, got out of bed at 
1:30 a. m., and saw nothing more in- 
teresting than the moon. He was up 
again at intervals until 5 o clock with 
no better result Talking of the mat- 
ter yesterday he said that very likely 
the leonids fell during daylight here 
but had been observed on the Pacific 
coast of Asia and other localities where 
darkness came on at the right time. 
Ttoe shower, he remarked, was predict- 
ed for Washington on November 15th, 
Professor Curtis recalled a display of 
Aadromedldes which took place in 
November. 18*1, aad which was clearly 
risible from Honolulu and said that. 
brilliant as tbe fiery shower was, it did 
not compare with the exhibition that 
was probably given by the leonids in 
Chin* and Japan.

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—It was official! 


announced this morning that an agree- 
ment, subject to the approval of th 
United States, had been arrived at be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany, b 
virtue of which (the Samoa act IB re 
pealed and the islands of Upolu, Savai 
and the small adjacent islands fall 
Germany as free property, and the isl 
and of Tutuila and the subsidiary isl 
ands go to the United States. Grea 
Britain, it is added, renounces an 
claim to the Samoan Islands, and Ger 
many in return renounces any claim 
to the Tonga Islands and to Savag 
Island in favor of Great Britain, am 
also cedes Cholseul and San Isabel, th 
two easterly islands of the Solomon 
group, with their insular surround 
ings, to Great Britain. The consula 
representatives of the two powers in 
Samoa and the Tonga Islands are tc 
be withdrawn for the present and Ger 
man subjects are to have the sam 
rights as the British subjects in re- 
gard to the free and unimpeded enlist 
ment of ^native laborers in the whol 
of the Solomon group in the posses 
sion of Great Britain, including Choi 
seul and San-Isabel. 


At ti,e same time an arrangemen 


has been arrived at between the two 
powers by virtue of which the so-call 
ed neutral cone in the hinterland o 
German Togoland and the British gol 
coast, Africa, will he divided in such 
a manner that the boundary of German 
and British territories will be formec 
by the Paka river up to a point wher. 
the latter cuts the ninth degree o 
.latitude, thence north by a line to b 
fixed by a commission. To this L 
pended a reservation that the countries 
of Mamprusi and Oazobaza shall fal 
to Great Britain and the countries o 
Yeudi and Nehakosl to Germany 
Finally, according to the decision o 
the colonial council, Germany has pro- 
mised to renounce her extra-territorial 
rights in Zanzibar until the expiration 
of the commercial treaty in 1902, with 
the proviso that the renunciation i 
only effective when the other nation 
abandon their extraterritorial rights in 
Zanzibar in favor of Great Britain. Re 
gafding the agreement, it is observec 
the United States' consent is taken as 
assured. 


A further agreement concluded be- 


tween Germany, Great Britain and th 
United Slates is to the effect that thi 
question "of compensation for claim 
for, damages during tl\e late trouble i 
to be submitted to an imperial cour 
of arbitration, which will decide al 
claims. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The State 


Department has not yet been advisei 
of the agreement between Great Brit 
ain and Germany respecting the Sa- 
moan group. It is gathered, however 
that if the outline of the arrangemen 
sent out in the cable advices is accu 
rate there will be no disposition to 
withhold our approval, provided cer 
tain minor conditions are included. 


Whatever plan Great Britain and 


Germany might agree upon, it was stip- 
ulated should be first submitted to 
the ratification of the United States 
This was necessary as the' change pro- 
posed could be made only by formal 
treaty, which would require the ap- 
proval of'the Senate. It is believed 
that the arrangement proposed now 
will he sent to the State Department. 
The United States is not concerned 
with the amount or character of the 
compensation that passes uetween the 
other nations. Besides retaining the 
coaling station of Pago Pago, acquir- 
ing the island of Tutuila, whereon the 
harbor is located, and the three or four 
small islets In the vicinity, the United 
States will'continue to enjoy by stipu- 
lation tia privilege of trading with 
Apia under conditions equally as favor- 
able as those existing. Th* islets re- 
ferred to are not ot any particular im- 
portance from a "commercial point of 
view, but it la deemed essential to con- 
trol them politically In order to pre- 
vent smuggling. 


The partition of the Samoan group 


of Islands marks the close of a long- 
standing source of International con- 
troversy and also brings about new 
territorial arrangements in the South 
Pacific. In the early stage of the nego- 
tiations it was agreed that the United 
States should have the island of Tu- 
tnlla, with its valuable harbor of 
Pago Pago and the leaser islands of its 
coast, including the large tefet of Ma- 
nua. The negotiations then shifted to 
London to determine whether Germany 
or England abonld retain the two re- 
maining island*. The nature of these 
later negotiations has been constantly 
communicated to Washington, al- 
though they have not reached the State 
Department, aad it has been known for 
some days (hat IB case Great Britain 
retired from Samoa, Germany would 
give as part compensation the large 
Solomon Islands of San Isabel and 
Choiseal. These are near the British 
possessions in Australia, being east of 
New Guinea. They ere twice the else

fought the whites thinking that with 
my few braves I could kill them all 
and regain our hunting grounds, but I 
have traveled over the country and 
seen the cities and the work of the 
white man. After this my heart was 
ready to burst. J xnew the race of the 
Indian was run. In a few years the 
Indians will be heard of no more ex- 
cept in the white man's books. I ap- 
prove of Government educating the In- 
dian, but when the Government takes 
our children and educates them, it 
should give them something to do and 
not turn them> loose to run wild upon 
the agency. Until that time comes ed- 
ucating the Indian is throwing money 
away. What can an educated Indian 
do out in the sagebrush and cactus?"

manity to turn loose In the -world to 
get his living. He is unqualified to bat- 
tle with the storms of life, for which 
his friends were so long endeavoring 
to qualify him by cramming his mind 
with theory at the neglect of practical 
usefulness.

man 
thus 


schooled away from useful labor and 
compelled to get his own living at the 
age of 20 years, Ms schooling having 
put false notions ot his importance in- 
to his head and laziness Into his body; 
at this stage of nis existence it will 
be the exception if he takes kindly to 
any productive labor. If he should, he 
may be a producer of wealth and a val- 
uable citizen, but if he takes the oppo- 
site course and becomes an associate of 
the saloon, the low lotteries, the gam- 
bling dens and jther vile holes, his 
schooling in morals and the virtue of 
labor, if any was given him, proves a 
failure, because he was schooled away 
from labor, away from earning his 
bread by the sweat of his face. His 
schooling causes him to look upon phy- 
sical labor as only for Chinese, Japan- 
ese and low-down people of other races, 
but not for an educated gentleman like 
him, so he persistently concludes to 
Jive without labor, as he has been 
schooled, the first twenty years of his 
life. The right thing to do ,for the ris- i 
ing generation evidently would be to I 
instruct them to begin to wait upon 
themselves and their fathers and moth- 
ers in many things at an early age, 
thus earning, in part at least, their 
bread by learning h' w to satisfy hon- 
orably their physical requirements. 
Then they would know how to go for- 
ward in after-life. !t should not mat- 
ter what the wealth or standing of 
their parents may be, or now many, 
servants they can command; every 
youth, from 
6 vears up, should be 


taught self-dependence and not to look, 
to their elders, thftir servants or their 
parents' money for assistance, as life 
may be a long road with many a crook 
anything for his physical comfort and 
heavy hills to climb. A youth brought 
up without being taught how to do 
anything for its physical comfort and 
support is one to be pitied when his 
supports drop away, which frequently 
happens even among the wealthy. The 
Hawaiian youth schooled and main- 
tained without labor in our private 
schools find their support drop away 
as soon as they leave school. Then 
comes the tug of war, they having 
nothing to eat an-i don't know how to 
earn It, either by laboring for others or 
producing it from the elements. 


A short time aso I was conversing 


with a Hawaiian cpntleman while on 
a steamer upon the schooling of the 
Hawaiian youth. He was emphatic In 
hi» opinion that uie Hawaiian youth 
were wrongly schooled, as they were 
not schooled to earn their living. He 
pointed to about a dozen young Ha- 
walians singing in a distant part of the 
Bteamer. He slid: 'They are 
from 


school, but they don't know any- 


thing 
They can sing, but don't know 


hovr to support themselves. I had a 
bov m that school four years. He ap- 
peared well schooler! in the book*, bu: 
after leaving'school he came home, has 
been there «ver since, and I have to 
support him. He 1* now pa«t 20. but 
JCDOWB nothing about labor of any kind 
for purporting himself." Tbf« we be- 


From the above citations it is seen 
at' that white people, as. well as Hawail- 
ans and Indians, believe it a cruel mis- 
take to educate the young in book-the- 
ory at the expense of a live, practical 
physical education, which should ac- 
company it They should be taught 
both. No individual wiH ever amount 
to much who possesses only one of 
these important qualifications. 


Education is to j'repare for life, and 


as the principal object of life is work, 
education is to teach men how to work 
In some way—with brain or brawn or 
both. 


Education needs to be acquired be- 


cause it enlightens, dignifies, renders 
stronger and wiser every man wbo ac- 
quires it It is rot only to assist in 
making a living, but doing it In a 
grand way, so whatever be the sur- 
roundings, we be masters of them. Ed- 
ucation should not make dudes, but 
men, to occupy positions in the church, 
the State and in the fields of produc- 
tion and other business.
